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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  during  1970. 

While  the  Registrar  General  estimated  an  increase  in  population 
during  the  year  of  140  there  were  in  fact  154  more  births  than  deaths. 

There  was  a  reduction  in  births  during  the  year,  which  reflects  the 
national  trend,  although  it  was  rather  greater  than  the  average  fall. 

While  the  national  death  rate  fell  slightly  the  local  rate  increased,  but 
this  increase  was  almost  entirely  accounted  for  by  deaths  of  men  over 
75  years  of  age. 

Owing  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  the  incidence  of  infectious 
diseases  rose  considerably  from  last  year's  record  low  total.  Even  so 
there  was  relatively  little  infection  about.  I  referred  in  my  last 
annual  report  to  the  beginnings  of  an  outbreak  of  influenza  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  This  did  in  fact  almost  reach  epidemic  proportions  in  January, 
with  considerable  absence  from  work  and  severe  and  prolonged  illness  in 
some  cases. 

Hopes  of  an  early  start  with  a  health  centre  to  serve  the  township 
of  Pudsey  were  dashed  when  the  planning  authority  turned  down  the  site 
because  it  conflicted  with  the  proposed  Town  Centre  Development.  Despite 
very  through  investigation  no  such  suitable  site  has  been  found,  and  we  are 
unable  to  make  any  progress  until  the  new  Town  Centre  Plan  is  resolved. 

This  is  a  very  great  pity  because  the  need  for  this  provision  is  urgently 
required,  and  one  fears  that  if  work  on  it  is  not  started  before  the  re¬ 
organisation  of  local  government,  and  of  the  health  service,  it  may  well  be 
delayed  for  many  years.  The  uncertainty  of  the  future  of  local  authority 
health  services  is  extremely  unsettling  to  those  in  post  at  present,  and  is 
seriously  affecting  recruitment.  There  are  constantly  repeated  statements 
that  the  work  will  still  have  to  be  done,  and  since  those  in  post  are  the 
only  ones  trained  for  it,  they  have  nothing  to  fear,  but  one  foresees  being 
submerged  in  a  huge  machine  with  little  local  control,  and  consequently 
reduced  local  interest  in  what  has  become  one’s  life  work.  In  the  past  the 
great  interest  of  the  members  of  the  committee  and  the  council  in  the  work 
in  and  for  the  locality  in  which  they  reside  has  been  an  inspiration  to 
those  of  us  working  in  the  service,  and  we  will  regret  its  passing. 

In  the  environmental  field  it  was  with  very  great  regret  that  we 
bid  f areveLl  to  Mr  Foster  after  thirty  years  as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
during  which  time  he  has  worked  tirelessly  for  the  improvement  of  hygiene 
and  housing  conditions  in  the  Borough.  He  was  always  ready  with  help  and 
advice  and  I  shall  miss  him  greatly.  However  we  welcome  Mr  Holmes  on  his 

promotion.  He  is  not  coming  to  us  as  a  stranger,  and  I  am  quite  sure  he 

wiH  continue  the  work  so  ably  begun  by  Mr  Foster,  having  worked  with  him 
for  several  years  as  deputy.  His  first  report  which  is  included  herewith 
gives  a  full  picture  of  the  work  of  the  department  during  the  year. 

May  I  conclude  by  thanking  you,  Madam  Chairman,  and  all  the 
members  of  the  committee,  together  with  the  officers  of  the  Council,  for 
your  help  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  department,  and  more  especially, 
on  a  personal  note,  for  your  sympathy  and  forebearance  during  my  recent 
illness.

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SECTION  II 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  BOROUGH 
LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  SERVICES 


Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  1946  and  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  are  provided  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.  The  Borough  forms  part  of  the  County 

Health  Division  No.  5  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also 
Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Clinic  Services  are  provided  at  six  centres :- 

St  Lawrence  House,  Pudsey  Park;  (ante-natal,  infant 
welfare,  cenical  cytology,  chiropody). 

Farfield  House,  Farsley  (ante-natal,  infant  welfare, 
chiropody) . 

Chapel  Street,  Calverley  (ante-natal,  infant  welfare, 
chiropody) . 

Cringleber,  Bradford  Rd,  Thornbury  (ante-natal 
relaxation,  infant  welfare). 

Tyersal  (Mobile  Clinic)  (infant  welfare.) 

Richardshaw  Lane  (school  health  and  dental). 

The  ambulance  service  operates  from  Westroyd,  Farsley,  but 
since  the  vehicles  are  radio-controlled,  all  calls  are  made  through 
the  County  Ambulance  H.Q. ,  Birkenshaw,  Bradford. 

A  report  on  the  work  of  the  Divisional  Health  Services  is 
appended  to  the  main  report. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


General  hospital  services  are  available  in  Leeds  and  Bradford. 

Geriatric  cases  are  usually  admitted  to  St  Luke's  Hospital, 
Bradford,  or  St  James  Hospital,  Leeds,  in  the  first  instance. 

Maternity  services  are  available  at  the  general  practitioner 
maternity  unit  at  Four  Gables,  Horsforth.  Consultant  obstetric  beds 
are  at  St  Lukes'  Hospital,  Bradford,  or  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  which 
also  provides  "Flying  Squad"  services. 

Infectious  diseases  needing  hospital  admission  are  dealt  with 
at  Seacroft  Hospital,  Leeds,  or  Leeds  Road  Hospital,  Bradford. 

LABORATORY  SERVICES 


Bacteriological  examinations  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  Bradford. 

Chemical  examination  of  water,  milk  or  foods  is  undertaken  by 
Messrs.  Richardson  and  Jaffe,  Bradford. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948  -  SECTION  47 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  apply  for  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  or  welfare  accommodation  of  any  person  who  was  unable 
to  look  after  themselves  and  not  receiving  care  from  others,  as  provided 
for  in  this  section  of  the  Act. 
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SECTION  III 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Following  a  year  in  which  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
was  the  lowest  which  I  had  recorded,  we  had  an  outbreak  of  measles 
which  started  towards  the  end  of  January,  and  did  not  settle  until  July 
during  which  time  there  were  over  300  cases.  This,  together  with  an 
outbreak  of  dysentery  in  April  and  May,  accounted  for  most  of  the  413 
notifications  of  infectious  disease  received  during  the  year. 

The  measles  outbreak  started  in  the  township  of  Pudsey  and 
at  first  was  largely  confined  there,  but  later  spread  to  Farsley  and 
Stanningley.  Calverley  was  relatively  free,  and  such  cases  as  did 
occur  there  were  sporadic.  Almost  all  the  affected  children  were 
under  school  age  or  in  their  first  year  at  school. 

The  dysentery  outbreak  was  at  first  confined  to  a  group  of 
families  living  close  together,  with  several  members  of  each  affected, 
and  although  this  suggested  some  common  source  of  infection  this  was  not 
traced.  Later  it  became  more  widespread,  and  some  patients  required 
hospital  treatment.  Throughout  the  two  months  which  it  lasted  it 
seemed  to  attack  families  rather  than  individuals. 

For  the  first  year  since  notification  began  we  were  free  of 
whooping  cough,  and  it  seems  that  the  immunisation  programme  is  really 
beginning  to  have  effect. 

Tuberculosis 


Three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  of  non-pulmonary 
disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  contacts  were  traced  and 
investigated.  Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Chest  Clinics  in 
the  area  to  limit  any  risk  of  spread  of  infection  from  known  cases. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  106  pulmonary  and  20  non-pulmonary  cases

General 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors’  Department  for  the  year  1970.  Such  a  report  can,  of 
course,  give  but  a  brief  outline  of  the  total  work  carried  out.  By 
virtue  of  the  many  and  varied  duties  involved,  countless  interviews, 
telephone  conversations  and  the  like  must  go  unrecorded. 

The  year  saw  several  staff  changes  in  the  Department.  Mr,  Harry 
Foster,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  retired  at  the  end  of  May  after 
serving  the  Council  in  that  capacity  for  thirty  years.  During  that 
time  Mr.  Foster  has  guided  the  Department  through  what  must  have  been 
one  of  the  greatest  periods  of  change  in  the  history  of  environmental 
health.  His  presence  was  sorely  missed  by  members  of  the  staff, 
especially  myself,  but  I  was  happy  to  know  that  he  still  resided  in 
the  district  and  that  I  could  call  upon  him  for  help  and  advice  if  the 
occasion  arose,  a  situation  which  I  was  glad  to  take  advantage  of  several 
times  during  the  year. 

Mr.  Anthony  Pease  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Technical 
Assistant  in  the  Department  on  1st  July,  His  main  duties  were 
concerned  with  the  inspection  of  premises  in  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

Because  of  his  appointment  we  were  able  to  accelerate  our  Smoke 
Control  work  and  good  progress  was  made  in  that  respect  during  the 
year  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  statistical  part  of  the 
report.  Consequent  upon  my  filling  the  va.cancy  created  by  Mr, 

Foster's  retirement,  Mr.  Hugh  Michael  Battye,  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  in  the  Department  for  ten  years,  was  appointed 
Deputy  Chief  Public  Hea-lth  Inspector. 

The  work  of  a  Public  Health  Inspectors1  Department  seldom 
produces  dramatic  or  spectacular  results.  Many  of  the  duties  are 
of  a  routine  nature  and  are,  of  necessity,  law  enforcement  in 
character.  Sometimes  one's  efforts  are  not  fully  understood 
by  people  who  will  undoubtedly  benefit  from  them  and  it  is  often 
oftly  in  retrospect  that  the  value  of  our  work  can  be  assessed. 

The  householder  who  feels  aggrieved  at  the  loss  of  his  old  house 
in  the  drive  to  clear  the  slums  will  surely  later  appreciate  the 
advantages  of  his  new  home  complete  with  all  modern  amenities. 

The  bronchitic  pensioner  who  regards  the  abolition  of  his  coal 
fire  as  an  attack  on  his  personal  freedom  will  breathe  more 
easily  in  an  atmosphere  in  which  solid  impurities  have  been 
reduced  four-fold  in  the  past  eight  years. 

In  all  our  work,  though,  we  are  constantly  aware  that  within 
the  confines  of  our  statutory  obligations,  the  right  of  individuals 
must  be  protected  and  that  special  consideration  must  be  given  in 
certain  cases.

have  proved  oons  derahiy  in  recent  years.  The  improvements  have  been 
due  to  several  factors:  the  introduction  of  stronger  legislation 
enabling  the  public  health  inspectorate  to  insist  on  improvements,  the 
concentration  of  food  retailing  into  fewer,  larger  outlets  controlled 
y  organisations  which  insist  on  their  staff  being  trained  in  food 
hygiene,  and  the  general  attitude  of  the  public,  particularly 
housewives,  who  will  no  longer  patronise  food  shops  of  doubtful 
cleanliness. 

.  Standards  will  continue  to  improve  so  long  as  the  public  demand 
an  improvement  and  I  am  grateful  to  those  members  of  the  public  who 
last  year  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  health  department  certain 
malpractices  m  food  handling  and  information  regarding  the  presence 
ol  extraneous  matter  in  foodstuffs. 

Routine  sampling  of  milk  and  ice.  cream  was  carried  out  during 
e  year,  the  results  revealing  a  satisfactory  situation.  The  bulk 
of  milk  retailed  in  the  borough  was  heat  treated  and  could,  therefore 
be  safely  consumed  without  fear  of  infection.  Raw  milk  was  sampled 
and  examined  for  the  presence  of  brucella  organisms  which  can  give 
rise  to  undulant  fever  in  man,  a  disease  which  though  not  fatal,  can 
be  very  debilitating  and  difficult  to  diagnose. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


tj  .  1^70  saw. tb®  f ms t  full  year's  operation  of  the  Council's  new 

Refuse  Disposal  Plant  on  the  Grangefield  Industrial  Estate.  Reference 
o  the  statistical  portion  of  this  report  reveals  in  some  detail  the 
quantities  of  materials  dealt  with  and  the  efficiency  of  the  processes 
undertaken.  The  method  of  refuse  disposal  carried  out  was  a  great 
improvement  over  the  previous  method  of  tipping  onto  land  at  Uppermoor 
Quarry,  although  tipping  had  to  be  resorted  to  on  two  occasions,  for 
three  weeks  in  August  when  the  Plant  was  closed  for  maintenance 
repairs  and  for  a  further  three  weeks  in  October  when  most  of  the 
manual  workers  in  the  Department  were  on  strike. 


■d,  ®trike  was  a  national  one  called  by  the  National  Union  of 

Public  Employees  m  furtherance  of  a  wages  claim  and  caused  a  complete 
cessation  of  refuse  collection  in  the  borough.  During  the  period  of 
the  strike  the  public  were  informed  that  refuse  could  be  brought  to 
the  tip  at  Uppermoor  Quany  and  several  thousand  polythene  bags  were 
istributed  to  allow  householders  and  others  additional  refuse 
storage  facilities.  The  public  responded  very  well  to  the 
situation  and  we  were  spared  the  sight  of  accumulations  of  refuse 
in,tbe  ^refts  in  Fudsey>  a  situation  which  our  neighbours,  Leeds 
and  Bradford,  experienced.  When  a  settlement  was  eventually  reached 
and  the  men  returned  to  work  they  completely  removed  the  refuse  which 
had  accumulated  during  the  strike  in  the  first  week  and  in  so  doing 
received  the  admiration  of  myself  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee.

Prior  notice  01  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases  from  the  Maternity  Units  under  the 
control  of  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Hospital  Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the 
Divisional  Public  Health  Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow-up  by  the  midwife, 
or  health  visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 

4.  Ante -Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  ante-natal  care  was  mainly 
provided  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  of  local  authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number 
of  general  practitioners  are  providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked  patients 
under  the  Maternity  Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  more  women 
are  seeking  a  bed  in  hospital.

6*  Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  Mothers 


Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  to  receive  priority 
dental  treatment  through  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  at  the  County  Dental  Clinic 
at  Pudsey,  Horsforth,  Guiseley,  Otley,  Ilkley  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The 
services  of  a  private  dental  practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  -under  the 
scheme  when  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend  a  County  Dental 
Clinic.  Under  the  scheme,  all  treatment,  including  the  provision  of  dentures, 
is  entirely  free.  Dental  treatment  for  nursing  mothers  under  the  County  Scheme 
extends  up  to  twelve  months  after  confinement. 

With  effect  from  the  15th  May,  1961  the  N.H.S.  Dental  Service  undertook  provision 
of  free  dentures  to  the  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  thus  providing  a  service 
identical  with  the  County  Scheme.  This  causes  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
number  of  applications  for  dental  treatment  through  the  Clinic  Service*

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HOME  NURSING. 


The  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  continues  to  be  very  heavy. 
The  Service  has,  however,  by  enabling  more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home 
and  by  making  possible  the  early  discharge  of  patients  from  hospitals, 
fulfilled  an  urgent  need  by  relieving  the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  was  2,260. 

The  practice  whereby  extensive  use  is  made  of  the  home  nurses  by  general 
practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections  is  still  considerable  and  visits 
made  by  the  nurses  for  this  purpose  only  continues  at  a  very  high  level. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with  general  practitioners 
and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment  for  loan  to  patients 
who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large  articles  of  equipment  such  as 
wheelchairs,  etc.  are  stored  in  the  Division  and  are  available  for  loan 
to  patients  as  required.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

Immunisation  and  vaccination  procedures  are  carried  out  free  of  charge  at  all 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  at  special  sessions  held  in  the  schools,  or  by 
private  medical  practitioners. 

Children  can  be  protected  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus, 
Poliomyelitis,  Measles,  Rubella,  Smallpox  and  Tuberculosis  by  vaccination 
and  immunisation. 

The  following  programme  shows  how  this  can  be  done. 

This  schedule  may  not  suit  all  children  however  and  parents  are  advised  to 
discuss  the  matter  with  their  family  doctor  or  at  the  clinic  soon  after  the 
baby  is  born  so  that  suitable  arrangements  may  be  made  to  ensure  early 
protection  against  certain  of  these  diseases.

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physicians  and 
the  Health  Department.  Under  the  agreement  reached  between  the  Leeds 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council  the  Chest  Physicians  employed 
full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  certain 
specified  duties  in  relation  to  the  care,  after-care  and  prevention  of 
tuberculosis. 


Tuberculous  patients  in  the  Division  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitor  for  the  area  in  which  they  reside. 

A  more  realistic  appraisal  is  now  made  of  the  patients  before  extra 
nourishment  is  recommended,  and  the  number  still  receiving  free  milk  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  6. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  -  CONTACTS 

Eighty-four  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Division 
were  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physicians  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council 
during  the  year.

persons  to  be  as  far  as  possible  integrated  with  the  community  and  yet  continue 

+e?eiI9  treatment  and  care.  In  certain  parts  of  the  ^est  Riding  there  are 
“”elB  f°r  abnormal  children  and  adults  -  persons  who  cannot  for  a  variety  of 
reasons  be  cared  for  m  a  domiciliary  environment.  Hostels  for  mentally  ill 
persons  are  also  in  operation. 

A  considerable  number  of  persons  receive  treatment  at  out-patients'  clinics 
an  many  more  on  a  day-hospital  basis,  severance  from  the  family  and  social 
environment  thus  being  avoided  and  so  in  itself  a  contributor  factor  in 
treatment.  The  severely  ill  patient  is  generally  admitted  to  an  acute 
reatment  unit,  the  aim  of  which  is  to  carry  out  intensive  therapy  with  the 
ject  of  effecting  early  return  to  the  community.  Experience  shows  that  the 
iu  such  a  unit  can  be  a  matter  of  a  few  weeks. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  offer  pre-care  and  after-care  service,  provided 
through  mental  welfare  officers,  and  greatly  assist  liaison  between  general 
practitioners  and  consultant  psychiatrists.  Social  conditions  which  often 

0wpi1fg  ^  ?  ?atient'®  illness  can  be  relieved  by  help  and  advice  from 
a  mental  weifare  officer,  and  such  activity  occasionally  averts  more  serious

Some  reflection  on  the  past  and  speculation  about  the  future  is  perhaps 

appropriate  now.  Throughout  its  existence  the  Junior  Centre  has  lived  in 
adaPted  frora  a  war  time  nursery  whicn  itself  was  only  erected  in  the 
first  plane  for  temporary  service.  For  a  number  of  years  it  was  the  only 
centre  m  the  Division  and  was  marked  for  closure  when  the  Comprehensive 
Centre  came  into  use  in  1962.  This  proved  to  be  impossible  in  face  of  the 
demand  for  Places,  and  with  both  centres  functioning  together  for  the  past 
yeff®  the  needs  of  the  Division  are  still  not  fully  provided  for. 
Difficuities  of  accommodation,  space  and  design  of  the  premises  must  be  taken 
into  account  if  a  realistic  tribute  is  to  be  paid  to  the  efforts  and 
achievements  of  the  staff.  Their  loyalty,  industry  and  enthusiasm  will 
match  up  to  the  best  surroundings  and  services  the  future  can  hold  for  them. 
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JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE  1970  (CONTINUED) 

The  Education  Dept,  has  begun  its  assessment  of  the  new  responsibility  facing 
it  and  has  already  revealed  an  intention  to  preserve  from  what  has  gone  before 
as  much  as  can  be  integrated  into  the  Edit  oatiaaL  System.  All  existing  staff 
will  be  retained  with  the  former  Supervisor  as  Head  of  the  new  school. 

The  Administration,  now  about  to  relinquish  responsibility,  may  at  the  end  of 
the  day  compare  the  idea  as  originally  conceived  with  how  far  its  implementation 
has  been  of  benefit  to  those  whom  it  was  intended  to  serve.  For  this  we  must 
go  to  where  the  p-eatest  awareness  lies,  the  Parent  Teacher  Association,  whose 
enterprising  activity  it  has  always  been  a  pleasure  to  report.  Through  their 
example  the  public  at  large  have  recognised  and  in  many  practical  ways  have 
assisted  in  what  was  set  for  us  to  do. 

COMPREHENSIVE  TRAINING  CENTRE  1970 

There  were  90  on  register  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  24  Junior,  55 
Adults  and  11  Special  Care  patients.  At  the  year  end  the  total  was  95  made 
up  of  23  Junior,  6l  Adults  and  11  Special  Care.  Although  only  a  random 
sample,  these  figures  are  a  true  indication  of  where  the  problem  of  accomm¬ 
odation  chiefly  lies.  There  is  an  excess  of  eleven  in  the  Adult  Wings  where 
approved  accommodation  is  fifty  places,  and  of  these  eleven  in  excess,  nine 
are  males.  The  demand  for  adult  places  is  confronted  by  limitations  of  space 
and  staff  and  the  fact  that  adult  discharges  are  very  few.  The  Junior  Wing 
because  it  provides  for  a  definite  age  group  offers  the  prospect  of  vacancies 
when  children  are  discharged  on  reaching  the  age  of  sixteen.  Under  the  new 
administrative  arrangements  these  children  will  become  the  responsibility  of 
another  Dept,  which  will  inherit  this  problem  of  adult  accommodation. 

In  summer  time  and  open  weather,  adult  males  can  be  dispersed  to  out-of-door 
activities,  but  this  poses  the  problem  of  supervision  and  tends  to  diminish 
indoor  contract  work.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future 
difficulties  of  space  and  staffing  will  be  overcome  and  the  challenge  of  this 
work  of  care  and  training  will  approach  more  closely  to  its  inherent  factors. 

It  must  not  be  inf  erred  from  these  remarks  that  the  Centre  has  not  progressed. 
Contract  work  has  not  fallen  behind  either  in  diversity  or  volume.  Organised 
holidays  have  been  taken  and  the  full  round  of  social  functions  has  been 
observed.  Many  visitors  from  a  wide  range  of  interests  have  been  to  the 
Centre.  The  active  and  enterprising  Parent  Teacher  Association  has  responded 
very  effectively  to  all  demands  on  its  ingenuity  and  resources. 

This  Centre  now  passes  to  the  control  of  the  new  Social  Services  Dept,  and  will 
benefit  from  considerable  experience  in  the  management  of  other  kinds  of 
establishments.  Changes  will  undoubtedly  come  but  they  will  take  time, 
especially  as  concerns  the  continued  use  of  part  of  the  premises  by  the 
Education  Dept.  Those  in  the  Health  Dept,  who  have  been  concerned  with  the 
administration  ±or  the  past  nine  years  will  naturally  join  with  those  now 
involved,  in  looking  forward  to  a  good  future  for  Horsforth  Centre.

Veiy  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Youth  Employment  Officers 

regarding  children  leaving  school  who  are  medically  unfit  to  follow  certain 
types  of  occupation. 

EMPLOYMENT  OP  CHILDREN 


The  County  Council's  byelaws  require  that  where  a  child  of  compulsory 
school  age  is  employed  there  shall  within  fourteen  days  from  the  date 
when  the  employment  began  be  produced  to  and  endorsed  by  the  employer  a 
certificate  from  the  School  Medical  Officer  that  such  employment  will 
not  be  prejudicial  to  his  health  or  physical  development  and  will  not 
render  him  unfit  to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  his  education.  47  children 
were  medically  examined  for  this  purpose  during  the  year. 


Twenty-one  children  were  also  examined  as  to  their  fitness  to  take  part 
entertainment  under  the  provisions  of  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act
